While most of the designated age 
classes had been called for their 
medical examinations, the volume 
of work of the mobilization section 
would continue “in view of the 
fact that mobilization is entering 
a stage of ‘mopping-up’ so to speak, 
which must be carried out for the 
purpose of bringing into the armed 
forces all men liable to compulsory 
mobilization.” 


Mr. Mitchell said the total num- 
ber of men unaccounted for un- 
der the call-up regulations num- 
bered 67,674, or 6% per cent of 
the manpower pool. “In my opin- 
ion this is a credit to the men of 
Canada,” he added. 


He gave the following breakdown 
of figures: 

In 1940, the men in the classes 
liable for compulsory military ser- 
vice numbered 1,043,163. As at May 
15, this total was less 54,688 men in 
the process of being called, leav- 
ing’a net of 988,475 
650,692 TO FORCES 

From this pool, 550,692 men had 
gone to the armed forces, 100,973 
were on postponement, 275,103 were 
unfii, 5,775 were in officers’ train- 
ing corps and auxiliary units, and 
6.275 had statutory exemptions as 
firemen, policemen, clergymen, 
judges, enemy aliens or other cate- 
gories. 


Mr Mitchell said the total of | 


67,674 men unaccounted for in- 
cluded those in institutional care 
and custody, merchant seamen, 
residents of remote areas, men 
dead, men not located because of 
unnotified change of address, and 
delinquents. with duplications and 
errors in the 1940 registration also 
to be taken into consideration. 
Reviewing the problem of tnac- 
ing men, he said the work of 
mobilization had been hampered 
because so many failed to report 
changes of addreses. During the 
year ended March 31, national reg- 
istration authorities received these 
changes at the rate of more than 
60,000 a month, or a total of 779,- 
278.

It would be interesting to know, though 
we never can know, whether the people in 
Britain-or the people on this continent are 
doing the most worrying out loud about 
food. If reports from those who have been 
across the ocean are taken as the standard 
of judgment it seems probable that we on 
this side are doing just about as much 
complaining as those on the other side; 
or if complaining is too strong a term, as 
much impatient commenting. 

Britishers, we are told, are actually 
in better health and in just as good fettle, 
as when they were eating what they 
pleased, when they pleased, and as much 
as they pleased. That should count for 
a good deal in Canada and in the United 
States, since it is commonly known that 
the menu in Britain is restricted in variety 
and quantity as it never has been in this 
continent and is never likely to be. Per- 
haps here also health will be improved by 
a less luxurious selection of things with 
which to afflict the digestive apparatus; 
and there is no reason why morale should 
Sag because living is a bit plainer. 

If the people in Britain can take it, 50 
can we. And they are ‘taking’ a lot more 
table privation than we know anything 
about or ever will. King George and Queen 
Elizabeth and their children are not faring 
as well as the average family in Canada. 
What have we to grumble about?

They Back the Attack 


Another group of girls from the cities, 
towns and farms of Alberta started their 
basic training course at C.W.A.C. train- 
ing centre at Vermilion on Saturday. 
When a few weeks hence they complete 
the course and are posted for service, no 
one knows where, their places will be 
taken by others, as the present recruits 
have moved into quarters where hundreds 
have already taken their initial instruction. 


So it goes, at training camps across 
Canada where girls and women are fitting 
themselves to do work which formerly 
occupied the time of soldiers, sailors and 
airmen. Into this strange new life the 
young women of the Dominion have been 
stepping willingly and in steadily increas- 
ing numbers, in order that men thus re- 
leased from non-combatant duties may 
march and fly and sail. In the women's 
auxiliaries of the fighting forces there 
are now many thousands—and corre- 
Sponding thousands of men have been 
freed for the sterner phases of the war 
effort. 


Still the call is for more, more in the 
wornen's army corps, in the women's divi- 
Sion of the air force, in the women’s branch 
of the navy. It is a call to patriotic serv- 
ice, direct and practical. That it will con- 
tinue to draw recruits from homes in town 
and country in all parts of the Dominion 
is certain. Canada is proud of its girls in 
uniform, of their spirit, and of the work 
they are doing. It has good cause to he.

A Valley of Ruins 


Last week British and Canadian air- 
men dumped 25 freight-car loads of bombs 
on Hitler's Europe every day. Figures are 
not available as to the tonnage delivered 
by their American comrades—on which 
Messina, Sardinia and centres in western 
and northern Germany could supply im- 
pressive if not exact information, 

This is a greater tonnage—900 tons 
greater—than the luftwaffe dropped on 
Britain in the three-month airblitz from 
September to November in 1940 . In mak- 
ing their deliveries the Allies lost 184 
planes in all areas, against 1089 Axis 
planes shot down in the attack on Britain. 

The bulk of these cargoes of destruc- 
tion went to the Ruhr. It is calculated that 
in three months 30,000 tons—tons, not 
pounds—of bombs have been loosed on 
that area of closely-packed munitions fac- 
tories. Every centre there but one hav- 
ing a population of more than 190,000 
has been pelted with the explosive missiles. 
The one with the unpronounceable name 
has no doubt been left to the last because 
it was the least important. 

It is suggested at London that the job 
of immobilizing the chief Axis arsenal is 
nearing completion, and that the air bar- 
rage may be switched soon to another pro- 
duction belt. That would seem rather prob- 
able from the known devastation that has 
been caused. There cannot be much left 
in that valley of desolation that is rela- 
tively worth blasting. 

It might not be possible to “bomb Ger- 
many out of the war’. But according to 
reports which seem likely to be true we 
have bombed 5,000,000 people out of the 
Ruhr—into other areas out of which they 
can be bombed in due course. That is a 
pretty good beginning. 

If the population of the industrialized 
sections of Ontario and Quebec had to flee 
for their lives to other provinces, leaving 
their factories in ruins and ashes, there 
would be no doubt in anybody's mind that 
Canada’s war effort had suffered a terrific 
blow. And the industries of the Ruhr were 
of more importance to the Axis than the 
industries.of Ontario and Quebec are to 
the Allies—-great and valuable as their 
output is,

From The Times (London): Some of the Cana 
dian soldiers who were first to cross the ocean 
have now been on duty for more than three years 
in the British Isles. If they have been condemned 
to inaction, it has been by no Canadian design, but 
by the considered strategic plan of the United 
Nations, During this long period they have under- 
gone one of the most searching tests of discipline 
that can be imposed upon any troops—to stand on 
guard under wer conditions, month after month 
and year after year, without the chance to strike 
a blow at the enemy. 

Their English comrades, who have kept watch 
at their side, have had the tedium relieved by the 
sense that they were protecting their own homes 
from the menace of invasion; for the Canadians, on 
the contrary, it has been aggravated by prolonged 
separation from their kin.

And this is perhaps 
the weakness of the entire book, 
admirable as it is in substance, He 
has not applied, in their most use- 
ful and enlightening sense, the les- 
sons of history to his observations 
of the present. 


Two Empires 


The Koman Empire, as everyone 
knows, was a political structure. Its 
legions march everywhere in the 
known world and imposed the will 
of the 
conquests, Even Britain was occu- 
pied, off and on, for almost 400 
years by the soldiers of Caesar. 

The Roman Empire levied 
butes from all its conquered terri- 
tories. The rights of these conquer- 
ed peoples were markedly inferior 
to the rights of Roman citizens. 

But even the Roman Empire, at 
its worst, brought something very 
new and fine to all its subject peo- 
ples. It preserved the peace. It in- 
troduced sanitation and sewage dis- 
posal and water systems. It carried 
Christianity to the world

Mr. Willkie, in his book, naively

That has not been the experience 
of the British Empire. Britain has 
discovered, as in Egypt and India,

—forced upon them—often at the 
cost of rioting and revolt, 

The truth is that backward na- 
tions—and we would be foolish did 
we deny that they exist—do “ot al- 
ways acquire the capacity for dem- 
ocracy of their own volition of 
momentum. Sometimes a benign 
imperialism is an essential step to 
self-government. Nor is ft possible 
to conceive of any substitute step. 

Nearly all of us will agree with 
Mr. Willkie that greedy and agres- 
sive imperialism has seen its day 
and has become a savage ana- 
chronism, 

It is simply foolish, however, to 
blandly assume, as Mr. Willkie does, 
that this same imperialism has not 
served its purpose in the evolution 
of civilization.

vincia} labor matters, together with 
Mr. King, as my deputy minister 
and, until recently, Mr. Adams, 
chairman of the provincial board of 
industrial relations, all have been 
directly associated with the Region- 
al War Labor Board for Alberta 
and with the local administration of 
the federal labor policy, has led to 
considerable confusion in the public 
mind, Particularly is this true in 
those matters where there has been 
a measure of conflict between the 
federal governments’ labor policies 
and those of the provincial depart- 
ment. 

“We have repeatedly made repre- 
sentalions to dominion authorities 
recommending changes in the nat- 
ional labor policy which in our 
opinion, and in the light of experi- 
ence, we believe are both necessary 
and important. 

“In submissions to the Dominion 
minister of Jabor and the national 
War Labor Board, we have urged 
that all American projects in Can- 
ada related to the war effort be de- 
clared “national” employment and 
that all arrangements as to labor 
connected therewith be worked out 
by mutual agreement between 
United States authorities and the 
Canadian labor and state depart- 
ments with the understanding that 


!such arrangements do not discrim- 


inate against Canadian workers. 


ORCER AMENDED 
“We further urged that the Do- 
minion wage control order be 


amended to exempt from its appli- 
cation all with one or more depend- 
ents whose rate of income is not in 
excess of $165 a month; and all 
workers with no dependents whose 
rate of income is not in excess of 
$125 a month. 


REPEATED REQUESTS 

“In addition we have repeatedly 
requested that the Dominion wage 
control order be amended to 
exentpt from its application mini- 
mum wage orders, fair wage orders, 
and industrial standards agree- 
ments made pursuant to provincial 
legislation. It has been our constant 
contention that the Dominion wage 
control order should not be per- 
mitted to interfere with the recog- 
nized right of the provinces to es- 
tablish fair wage rates under pro- 
vincial legislation. 

“To date, however, none of these 
recommendations have been ac- 
cepted or made effective. Under 
the circumstances we feel that it is 
in the best interests of both indus- 
try and labor in Alberta that we 
separate the work of the provincial 
labor department from the admin- 
istration of the national labor pol- 
icy by the Regional War Labor 
Board, and that we concentrate our 
efforts in the department of trade 
and industry on dealing effectively 
with these matters pertaining to 
labor and industrial relations which 
yvemain within the exclusive juris- 
diction of the provincial govern- 
ment. 


SIGNIFICANT 


“It is significant that while there 
have been numerous disputes be- 


tween employers and employees in 
this province, in every case the 
conciliation efforts of the provincial 
Board of Industrial Relations have 
in amicable settlements

Proposal under the present finan- 
eial system.” Mr. Manning declared. 
“Today money rules Canada, and 
control of the money system is in 
the hands of a highly centralized 
rivate monopoly. Thus, while we 
ave a constitutional democracy, we 
fre actually living under a financial 
dictatorship.” 


TEXT OF ADDRESS 

Mr. Manning's address, which was 
entitled, “A Call for Action—Organ- 
izing for Democracy”, follows: 

* In my previous address I out- 
lined briefly how, by means of a 

‘few comparatively simple reforms, 
it would be possible to make a 

. smooth transition from our present 
finance-dominated system to a 
properly functioning democracy 
that would yield the economic se- 
curity with freedom which the over- 

‘“whelming majority of Canadians 
desire. But I assure you that such 
changes will not come about of their 
own accord. 

* The most dangerous and irrespon- 
sible person today, the one who is 
a greater menace to the future of 
this country than any fifth column- 
ist, is the man or woman who goes 
about spreading the false idea that 

’ we do not need to bother our heads 
about what will happen after the 
war. He contends. that by some 
mysterious means a ready made 
“new order” is to be ushered in for 
us, and that, without any action on 
the part of the people, we shall find 
all our problems and difficulties 
spirited away and everything will 
he lovely. 


FANTASTIC NONSENSE 

That kind of talk is fantastic 
nonsense and criminal folly. The 
well-meaning and_ irresponsible 
dreamers who are going around 
spreading it are more dangerous 
than carriers of an infectious dis- 
ease. Unintertionally they are at- 
tacking the very foundation of 
democracy and undermining the 
future of Canada just as effectively 
és they would by openly preaching 
defgatism 

Unless these people are complete- 
ly lacking in any sense of realism 
or are devoid of the intestinal for- 
titude to face the stark and ugly 
facts of the situation, surely it must 
be evident to them that if definite 
practicable steps are not taken to 
deal effectively with these import- 
ant matters before it too late—and 
that if the people of Canada permit 
things to continue to drift along as 
they are. we are heading for dis- 
aster and chaos of the worst kind 


when al] the problems of the post- | 


war period come crashing down on 
us like an avalanche. 


DEBT PILING UP 

Consider the debt which is piling 
up, the scale of taxation that will be 
required to maintain the post-war 
commitments to service such a debt, 
the problem of financing the trani- 
tion of war industries to meet 
peace-time needs, the menace of the 
vast state bureaucracy which is be- 
i coming entrenched, the serious 
plight of agriculture, the hopeless 
outlook for wage-earners and small 
business men under the present 
system, not to mention the gigantic 
task of properly rehabilitating into 
| civil life the gallant men and wo- 

men of our fighting forces. 

And, looming like a hideous 
Frankenstein over the whole forbid- 
ding scene we have the sinister 
threat of financial dictatorship by a 
combine of international money and 

id power manipulators who acknow- 
i ledge allegiance to no country, and 
recognize no spiritual creed or code 
of ethics Taere is no room for doubt 
a that this international money com- 
ia bine is deliberately trying to use 
the war to impose upon the demoec- 
racies an international dictatorship, 
under an international super-gov- 
ernment having control of an inter- 
national police force and an inter- 
national money system as the means 
for enforcing its dictates upon the 
peoples under its domination. 
UGLY FACTS 

These are ugly facts. But when 
we have to deal with an unpleasant 
situation it is necessary to be real- 
istic, To pretend that such a situa- 
tion does not exist is simply inviting 
‘i disaster.

MONEY RULES 

Today money rules Canada, and 
control of the money system is in 
the hands of a highly centralized 
private monopoly. Thus, while we 
have a constitutional democracy, we 
}are actually living under a financial 
dictatorship. 


The issue which faces the people 
is whether democracy or financial 
dictatorship shall emerge supreme. 
Democracy and dictatorship cannot 
exist side by side. One or the other 
must be destroyed. Both cannot 
survive, That is a fact which every 
Canadian should face and ponder 
very, very carefully. 

Now, the only form of social 
order which will enable the people 
to get the conditions they want after 
the war, and at the same time main- 
tain their individual freedom, is 
democracy in all its fullness, By 
that I mean a virile and properly 
} functioning democracy, not the per- 
verted and inefficient substitute we 
have had for so many years 

Democracy is government in ac- 
cordance with the will of the peo- 
ple. Democracy is functioning when 
the management of their affairs is 
yielding the people the results they 
want, That is the kind of democratic 
order for which brave men are lay- 
ing down their lives on the fighting 
fronts of the world. 


VIELDED RESULTS 

Those men are not fighting to 
perpetuate the pseudo-democracy of 
the pre-war years which consistently 
yielded the people results they did 


not want. They are not risking their | 


lives to preserve fhe system of 
party political intrigue, and of leg- 
alized robbery which inflicted upon 
them the poverty-stricken and harsh 
conditions of thase. pre-war years. 
In fighting for the preservation of 
democracy, they are fighting for a 
system which will give them the 
economic security, and the indivual 
| freedom which rightfully are their 
‘constitutional heritage 

At the presen time the over- 
whelming majority of the people of 
Canada are united in regard to the 
results they want from a recon- 
structed economy after the war. In 
| dustrial workers want adequate 
wage scales, with the assurance of 
security in unemployment, sickness, 
and old age. Farmers and other 
primary producers, manufacturers, 
and merchants want the assurance 
of adequate markets, and prices for 
their products which will enable 
them to meet their production costs 
and give them a reasonable return 
for their services. Consumers want 
just prices and freedom from ex 
ploitation by monopolies and un- 
scrupulous interests. Everybody 
wants the assurance of economic 
security with the maximum of per- 
sonal freedom, and a minimum of 
government interference with their 
lives, In other 
which the people generally desire 
can be stated in definite terms 

Yet we find that instead of a 
united people demanding the re- 
sults they want in common, today 
we have hopeless political confu- 
sion, with the electorate divided 
into several party camps, each or- 
ganized to oppose, obstruct and out- 
wit the others. 


SUPREME AUTHORITY 


Listen, you, as electors, are the 
supreme constitutional authority in 
Canada, But what power do you 
actually exercise under such cir- 
cumstances? Once candidates are 
elected as your representatives, you 
have little or no control over them 
simply because you have no effec- 
tive means of letting them know 
your collective will as electors. 
Moreover, you are powerless to 
remove them for four or five years, 

To say that the electorate is the 
supreme authority under such an 
arrangement is obviously absurd 

However it is a beautiful system 
for insuring that the people remain 
divided and helpless, while the 
controllers of the money system 
exercise the real power of control. 

What is the answer to this state 
of affairs? I submit that so long as 
the supreme authority—the elector- 
ate—remains unorganized and di- 
vided by party politics they are 
little better than a mob which can 
be stampeded hither and thither by 
propaganda and scare tactics. They 
will remain the helpless victims of 
the forces which control their in- 
stitutions. What then, is the solu- 
tion? 

UNITE FOR PURPOSE 

If a number of people want to 
do anything, they must be united 
and organized for that purpose. 
That is true in every realm of hu- 
man endeavor. Therefore, in order 
for the people to assert their con- 
stitutional authority in the admin- 
istration of their affairs, it is abso- 
lutely essential for them to be 
united and organized to that end. 
They must be organized to state in 
definite terms the results they 
want, and, furthermore, they must 
be in a position to insure that the

Not all parents appreciate the 
difference between the terms disci- 
pline and punishment. They use 
them interchan@eably. | 

Yet, there is a very great differ- | 
ence. Punishment has to do with 
the infliction of some penalty | 
AFTER a deed is done. It is an | 
aftermath of disobedience, or the | 
doing of some act—consciously or | 
accidentally—of which the parent | 
disapproves. 

Most punishment is emotionally 


inspired, The deed has been | 
done and the parent is angry, | 
humiliated, embarrassed, all 


strong emotions which express 
themselves in the punishment. 

Discipline is something quite 
different, though it has for its | 
object the teaching of children to | 
refrain from acts or conduct of | 
which the parent and society dis- 
approves. Discipline is training, 
instruction, teaching. It is a pre- 
amble to good behavior, not an 
aftermath of misconduct. 

Every act in the child’s day, be-| 
ginning with the regulation of his 
eating, sleeping recreation, eic., at| 
birth has a basis of discipline. It 
is setting the stage so a child will 
act in desirable rather than in per- | 
sonally inspired and perhaps unde- 
sirable ways. 

No child can learn desirable con-| 


|duct which will make him a good | 


member of society without disci- 
pline. 
good for him. He cannot play in| 
the street. He goes to bed at the| 
hour indicated by his parents. He) 
is ignored when he cries uselessly 
He is isolated from companions 
when he treats them cruelly or 
won't play unselfishly. 

He eats his breakfast when his| 
mother serves it to him. He plays| 
in a pen instead of roaming the 
house at will. He is put to bed be-| 
fore he comes so cross he gets 
naughty. Regular schedules, con- 
sistency of parental behavior and, 
setting the stage for desirable be- | 
havior are disciplinary devices in-| 
tended to train, teach and guide| 
the child toward conduct we ap-| 


prove. 
Punishment is a part of the 
child's experiences, too. But there | 


are good and bad punishments. The! 
ones which inspire a fear of pain,| 
or a revengefulness toward parents 
and authorities in general are those 
which depend upon pain to control ; 
behavior. Slapping, spanking, beat-| 
ing, whipping ali belong in this 
class
